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MINUTES OF THE CITY COUNCIL

The meeting was called to order, with Mayor Miller preslding.
Roll call:

Pregent: Councilmen Bartholomew, Glass, Johnson, Long, Mayor Miller '
Absent: None

Pregent also: Guiton Morgen, City Manager; Trueman E. O'Quinn, City
Attorney; J. E. Motheral, Director of Public Works; and R. D, Thorp, Chief
of Police,

The reading of the Minutes was dispensed with.

A committes composed of three negroes and a white girl and white boy,
members of the Progressive Party, or Wallace Party, appeared and presented a
number of petltions from residents of Fast Austin requesting better garbage
service, a fire station, negro firemen, more traffic lights, street lights,
more paving and more bridges. The Mayor advised this group that any complainte
regarding garbage service should be reglstered with the Director of Public
Works, and that East Austin was receiving as good garbage service as the rest
of the residential areas in the eity. Further, thabt more improvements had
been made in East Austin in proportion to the tax money received than in any
other part of the clty, and that the City Council does not discriminate when
improvements are made in the city. The requests made will be given considera-
tion as soon as possible,

Dr. Everett Givens, represeniing the Negro Citizenst Council, appeared
and requested playground equipment for the two negro schoolgrounds, one in
west Austin and one in south Austin, also = small swimming pool for each, if
. possible. The School Board as sgreed to let the negroes use the 0live Street
School grounds as a playground and they would like to have playground equip-
ment for this too. Dorie Milier Auditorium should have a wood floor in place
of the cement which it now has so that it can be used for basketball games,
and additional tennis courts and playground equipment for Rosewood Park. The
Mayor adviged Dr. Givens thalt these requests would be given congideration.

4 representative of the University Chapter of American VTeterans request-
ed permission to have a2 sclentific exhibit parked on Congress Avemue, in
front of Grand Silver store, for a period of 8 days. This exhibit is dwned
by a private party who hasg agreed to pay the Chapter $500 for sponsoring the
exhibit., A free will offering is taken at the entrance. The Council instruct-
ed the Clty Manager to give this permission if a satlafactory sgresment can
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be worked out with the merchants in that areas, and traffic problems worked
out. This, however, will e the last time such permission will be granted

to anyone.

Dr. David Stit¢t, President of the Presbyterian Seminery, sppeared ragard-~
in the sale by the Clty to the Semlnary of Block 5, in Fruth Addition, iocat-
ed betweon 29th and 30th streets, Cedar street and -University Avenwe, which
property is to te used for church purposes only. The Mayor stated that the
money received from the ssle of this property will be put in the Parks and
Playground Fund and used to purchase asdditional parks and playgroundes and
equipment for same, as this property was originally purchssed for park purposes
out of the Parks and Playground Bond Funds. The City will retain ownership
of 29th street which ls not now dpen to the public.

M. H. Crockett appeared and requested that his application for a change
in zoning, from "A" Residence to ¢! Commercial, of the property located on
Lamar Boulevard, 3912 thru 3922, be reopened as quickly as possible, The
Council szgreed to have such rehearing held February 24th, 1949, at 11 A, M,
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The Mayor bfought before the Council the matter of the Southwestern
Bell Telephone Company franchise.

Judge C., 8. Slatton and Edward Clark representing the Southwestern Bell
Telephone Company were present; also Stormy Davis,Manager of the local office
of the Telephone Co. Judge Slatton advised the Councll that he had received
his company's approval of the rate increase agreed upon on February lltk, zlso
the increass o 2% for gross receipts tax and the $1,250 franchise tax. The
Compazy has called for bids for the contemplated improvements to the Austin
system and that same will be completed as soon as possible. Judge Slatton
stated that his company had not asked for a franchlse and were agreeable to
continuing to operate without a franchise as they had done since 1942, but
that they would be glad %o consider one should the ity declde %o pass one,

The City Attorney stated that he had not had time to complete the pre-~
paration of a franchise but he submitted a tentative draft of such for study
by the Council.

Henry Holman presented a number of petitions which he had circulated
requesting that the ordinance passed by the City Councll increasing the tele-
vhone rates be suspended and that the citizens be allowed fo vote on this
question at the City election to be held on April 4, 1949. Mr. Holman was
advised that the courts have held that utility rates cannot be voted on by
the electorate, but that they could vote on a franchise.

Mayor Miller and Councilman Glass stated that they felt that this whole
matfer had been the result of a misunderstanding by a number of the citizens
- of Austin. The the only thing the Council had in mind was doling the very
best they could for the citizens and getting the lowest possible rate increase.
An increase was inevifsble and the Telephone Company was entitled to a falr
increase becaunse they hed to glve thelr employees increases in wages and the
materiels needed for the operztion of thelr system had increased a great deal.

' Councilman Long presented a resolution which she asked the Council to
adopt.

The resolution was read and discussed but no action wag tzken on 1t.
The Mayor stated that the Council would study thls matter and have an opinion
from the City Attorney on same.

Mayor Miller issued a proclamation proclaiming the week of February 21
thru 28 YRose Week",
